The 73 Bury Water contains no Tron, 
but a ſmall Proportion of Sulphur, with a 


conſiderable deal of a fine Bole Armoniac 


like Earth, and a Salt which comes nearer 


to a fix d or Alkali Salt than any native 


Salt hitherto known ; and for this Reaſon 


is not to be rank d among the foregoing 


Claſſes, but is a Water of a peculiar kind. 


The Experiments made upon it will ſet 


this in a clearer Light: But before I come 
to them, I beg leave to give the Reader, 
by way of Introduction, a ſhort Account 
of the Well, and the. Diſcovery of he 
ſalutary Effects of the Water. :

(which it always does with boiling) and 
that it became clear again upon mixing 
ſome White Wine with it, he ap 

hended that it was not wholeſom to Cine:

there, "ind found himſelf — 1 much 
reliey'd of his Gout and Cold. Being a

However, no farther Notice was then 
taken of the Spring, and in .this obſcure 
State it remain'd till the Year 1731. 
Mr. Kellawmay had, about that time, la- 


bour'd under 2 Looſeneſs about fiftcen or

ſixteen Days, which had reduc'd him to a 
very low State; and being oblig'd to go 
down to Tilbury, to look after his Farm, 
he drank of the Water with Wine at 
Night: The Morning following, he per- 
ceiv d that his Looſeneſs was ſtopt, and 
his Appetite pretty well reſtor' d, which 
for many Days before had entirely fail d 


This ſudden Cure made ſuch an Impreſ- 
ſion upon his Mind, that he order'd the 
Perſon who look'd after his Farm, if he 
found any of the Servants, Day-Labourers 
or others, troubled with the ſaid Diſtem- 
per, to recommend to them the drinking 
of the Water; which was done accordingly, 
and the Succeſs anſwer'd the Expectation 
of thoſe who made uſe of it. From that 
time the Water began to be taken Notice 
of; and as People at and near Jilbury 
drank it, ſo Mr. Ke//away diſtributed it 
likewiſe. gratis among his Acquaintance in

vegetable and animal Kingdoms various 
Efluvia, which render the Atmoſphere 
a perfect Chaos.

The acid Salts now being put to 
this Salt, theſe two unite with a Fermen- 
tation, or hiſſing Noife and Heat, gene- 
rally cauſing an Edulcoration. The Hiſſing 
proceeds from this, that the acid Salts be-
